Thprofore the agent's power is gone, and

Tbo 
remains of tho man who in his life and 
death made it tbo shrine to which all na- 
tions beat in prayer and then in toar.s, have 
been taken a\vay and aro now with tlio na- 
tion which bo defended and saved. Tho 
hum of voices is hushed and a mournful 
silence broads among tho pines and about 
tbo walks.

boon one never to be lovgotten. Tbe moru- 
inK broko upon it with a fog and the rever- 
berations ot 
thirteen suuriso guns, 
A 


breeze cumo iu|(rom tbo Catskill moun'ains a 
little later; the clouds bogan to broak in rifts, 
through which n glorious sunlightcrept aud 
glistened in tho rain drops which had fallen 
during tho watohos of tho night Tho birds 
chirped in tbe boughs and flitted about tbe 
vines and nestled around the little cottage 
where a groat man lay asleep. 
The scene 


was ono of perfect peace, ft fit picture for 
such an occasion. 
, 


Tbo ordor cams to tho soldier.; to broak 


camp, and tho tents that had whitened tho 
scone so long began to disappear. Doxyn on 
tho mountain side at G:43 o'clock

on the still air. It was the assembly call 
for tho trumpeters, Fittoon minutes later 
tho buglers of tho four companion of troops 
•wore sounding tho reveille, and, us tho 
last strains floated over the 
mountain, 


they were swallowed up in tho booming of 
the gun, that overy hal£ hour through all 
tbo day, thus told tho valleys tbo signifi- 
cance ot! tho day, and at sunset was fired 
thirty-eight times. Then the soldiers, In 
full uniform, stood at parado rest for roll- 
call, down whore tho battery of guns was 
planted, close to tbo path ot Gou. Grant's 
last ride to tho lookout. At 7 o'clock tbo

awoke clour echoes over tho mountain and 
down the slopes. 
Tho puff of heavy snioko 


from its nmzzlo floated out into tho clear 
air. 
The family at tho cottage woro astir 


as tho morning touched 8 o'clock, and corre- 
spondents and guests wore moving at tho 
iiotoL Tbo mountain train at 6 o'clock had 
begun Sbringing up people, and ovory hour 
thereafter tho littlo engine drew up nt tbo 
ilopot. Tho funeral car to carry tho re- 
mains from the mountain to Saratoga earns 
up early, and lay waiting its burden. 


FOK A LAST VIEW. 


At 8:30 o'clock tho doom of the Grant cot- 


tage wore thrown open, and a stream ot 
visitors poured In steadily for overau hour. 
About V o'clock tho head of a long line of 
buggies, wagons, omnibuses and various 
kinds oJ vehicles appeared climbing up tbo 
stoop iaoliro near tho oastorn outlook, and 
soon tho area in the vicinity o£ tho cottage 
was thronged with horses and wagons and 
farmers with thoir wives and families- 
At 


9:30 a train of two car; brought Gon, Han- 
cock and a number of distinguished visitors. 
Tbo two companies of regulars were drawn 
up to raceivd them.

Tbe family, oxcopt MrA Grant, repaired 


to tho hotel for breakfast. On thair return 
CoL Grant and bis wife, witli Itrs. Sar- 
toris, paused upon tho ridge at tho rear of 
too cottage and among the pines to scan tbe 
bright picture of mountain and valley, fresh 
Holds aud glistening leaves away to tho 
eastward, and tbort tho fafciily entered tbe 
cottago and preparations began for tbo fu- 
uoral jouniny. Maids and men sorvams 
wore busy, and so was Stenographer Daw- 
son, who was receiving closing suggestions 
from tho colonel. Tho former will remain 
on tho mountain at tho cottage, at CoL 
Grant's request 


SEKVICES AT THE COTTAGE. 


Tho lunoral services at the cottage com- 


menced at 10 o'clock. 
An audience of I,i20l) 


or 1,500 pdoplo had gathered in tbo grovo in 
front of the cottage, the ladles seated in 
cbairs and rustic seats. 
First in tlio 


ceremonies camo tho reading of tbo 90th 
1'saliu, which was followed by prayer by 
Bishop Harris. "My faith looks up to Thoe" 
was then snug and joined in by tho whole 
assemblage. 


Dr. Newman thon camo forward and de- 


livered his sermon. Ho choso for his text 
tho passago from Matthew xiv. 21: ''Well 
done, thou good and faithful sorvant. En- 
tor tbou into tho joy of thy Lord," and pro- 
ceeded as follows: 


Such, my brethren, is tho eulogy that 


God ihall pronounce upon human gooduo*s 
and fldelity wherever found among tbe sous 
of men. 
The accidental distinctions be- 


tween prince and peasant, millionaire and 
pauper, commanding general and private 
aoldiur, are but as the dust in tbe balance in 
His estimation of personal worth. Ho re- 
gards not tho parson of any man; Ho looks 
upon the Ivmrt. If a renowned philosopher 
searched an ancient city for a man God is 
ever in search for a character, which in His 
sight outweighs tba transitory distinction-* 
of earth and time, and out of which are tho 
issuos 
of 
life. 
Tell mo not what u 


man possesses—tbo boauty of Absalom, 
tho glory of Solomon, the wealth of Dives, 
tho eloquence of Apolloa, tho learning of 
Paul, but rather tell me what be ii, in his 
modes of thought, in his omotional being in 
tho trend of bis passions,- in tho temper of 
his mind, in tho tenor of his life, out of 
which come tbe totality of his existence 
and tho finality of his destiny. This is tho 
man as ho is, and by it let him bo judged. 
In tbe intensity of this divine light lot us 
to-day recall tho character of tho illustri- 
ous man whoso death a nation so tondorly 
mourns. 


In eulogizing Grant's services in war and 


peace Dr. Newman said: 


For his clear and certain imagination, tho 


futuro loomed boforo him clothed with tho 
tctuuUy of tbo pro.^ut. Read hi-i military 


orders and they prophesy tho history of tha 
buttles ho fought. He foresaw tho onoiuy'j 
plans as though be bad assisted at their 
councils of war. 
Ho wua one of those ex- 


traordinary men who, by tho supremacy ol 
their wills, force all obstacles to do thoir 
bidding. By the promptitude of his action 
ho loft no time for its contravention. Times, 
places, and persons bo comprehended with 
mathematical accuracy. Nothing escaped 
his peuetrotlon. 
Such was the perpet- 


ual calmness of his intellect that ho could 
transact tho most important affairs wtien 
the storm of battlo was raging at its height 
His soul was tho homo of hope, sustained 
and cheered by the certainties of his mind 
and tho power of his faith. His was tho 
mathematical genius of a great general, 
rather than of a groat soldier. By this en« 
endowment ho proved himself equal to tbe 
unexpected, and that with tho precision of n 
seer." "Tho race is not to tho swift nor the 
tmttle to tfca strong," fci.cquse tho unnxoecto!
